The win of In Shot was totally unexi)ected, 
but nevertheless the ring was keenly scorched 
over the victory. Barney Schreiber did not bet 
on the filly himself, but the half-holiday crowd 
that were simply out skylarking backed her 
one, two, three, for small amounts at long odds 
ranging from 30 to 1 to 6 to 1. The filly is a 
quick breaker, and getting away with her best 
fo«»t in front she smothered her field with speed 
and came home five lengths in front of tlie 
odds-on favorite, Faueywood. 

For the first time since the Washington Park 
meeting began T. Burns piloted a winner. He 
was up ou Alard Scheck in the -second race and 
the colt won handily by two lengths from Harry 
Herendeen. The latter had all kinds of bad 
racing luck and was poorly ridden, but made 
an impre.ssive showing.

Orimar by a neck after a gruelling finish.

IMPROVEMENTS AT HARLEM. 

Additional surprises are in store for race- 
goers when Harlem reopens its gates for the 
.summer meeting Monday, August 6. The al- 
ready splendidly equipped racing plant has 
been further improved in numerous respects 
since the close of the spring meeting June 22. 
As soon as the crowd left after the last race 
Superintendent Myers began putting into effect 
plans for further beautifying the property. Al- 
though his men have only been at work for a 
week evidences of energy are apparent in every 
spot of the Proviso speedway. 

One of the pleasing additions is to-the south 
of the gramlstand in the shape of a spacious 
lawn, 4.10 feet long by 110 feet wide. In the cen 
ter of this sward an artificial lake, 200x80, is 
being excavated. Th is lagoon will be bordered 
by vitrified white tiling, and in the center of it 
a mammoth fountain will send refreshing 
sprays of water skyward. At each of the four 
corners of the miniature lake the waters of. 
smaller fountains will be thrown toward the 
central stream. 

To the south end of this lawn an immensely 
j high flagpole, from which the national colors 
will float, will be erected in a few days. .Yud in 
the center of the infield another flagpole, 100 
feet high, will be placed. .At the wings of each 
steeplechase obstacle the flags of all nations 
will wave. Only, however, on such days when 
jumping races are not on the program. When 
races “over the timber” are car<le<l the obsta- 
cles will be oriiamente<l with the conventional 
red and white flags. 

All parts of the new grandstand and betting 
ring are now complete. Every portion of the 
last named structure fully comports with its 
surroundings, insomuch, that it has been walled 
and ceiled with hardwo<xl. Where a roadway 
formerly le<l from the Twelfth street entrance 
to the paddock is now a wide lawn, dotted with 
flower beds. The track i>roper is in even hotter 
shape than the last day of the spring meeting, 
when Sly gave to the world the new record of 
1:19 for six and a half furlongs. Fiider the 
direction of sui>erinteudent Myers a force of 
men is kept at work upon its surface each day, 
with the result that the cushion is in perfect 
condition.
